PORTO RICO. 

Report from Ponce. 

Ponce, P. R., January 20, 1902. 

Sir : Through the chief quarantine officer for Porto Eico, I have the 
honor to transmit herewith the quarantine and abstract of bills of health 
reports for the week ended January 18, 1902. 

Nine vessels entered during the week, the following 3 of which were 
held in quarantine, viz: French steamship St. Domingue on the 17th, 
from Port au Prince, Jeremie, Les Cayes, Aquin, Jacmel, Santo Domingo, 
and Mayaguez. Passengers for Ponce were allowed to land with disin- 
fection of their baggage consisting of 17 pieces, also 1 sack of mail. The 
Spanish steamship Cataluna on the same day from Havana, Port Limon, 
Colon, Sabanilla, Puerto Cabello, and La Guayra. Seven cabin passengers 
were allowed to land. Vessel put in quarantine to prevent the landing 
of transit steerage passengers. Provisional flag steamship Julia, from 
Havana, Nuevitas, Puerto Padre, Gibara, Baracoa, Santiago, Santo 
Domingo, and Macoris, on the 18th. Baggage from Santo Domingo 
consisting of 43 pieces, and 1 sack of mail was disinfected. Ten bills 
of health were issued during the week. The sanitary condition of Ponce 
remains the same, no quarantinable disease being reported.

Sir : Through the chief quarantine officer for Porto Eico, I have the 
honor to transmit herewith the quarantine and abstract of bills of health 
reports for the week ended January 25, 1902. During the week, 1 ves- 
sel was inspected and passed, and 1 held in quarantine for observation, 
viz, Dutch schooner Mary, from Macoris, Dominican Eepublic. She 
brought 5 passengers of the worst class and was discharged from quar- 
antine after 5 days' observation, all passengers and crew being well. 
They are still detained by the immigration authorities. Six bills of 
health were issued during the week. The health of the city remains 
about the same, no quarantinable diseases having appeared.
